Jean  Genet  is  new  to  American  theatre,  although  not  to  the  European.  He  has  earned 
the  praise  of  Sartre,  Gide,  and  Cocteau.  Genet  spent  many  years  of  his  life  in  prison. 
In  “Deathwatch”  Genet  the  criminal  reveals  the  criminal  mind  ...  a  vertical  illusion. 
For  Genet  the  fascination  of  the  theatre  is  that  it  is  fake  .  .  .  calculated  illusion. 
“Watch  out”  yells  Genet,  “it  is  only  a  play.”  Everything  in  Genet’s  work  functions 
in  triads  .  .  .  but  here  is  one  statement  in  two.  It  is  the  eternal  couple  of  the  criminal 
and  the  saint.  Genet  is  a  vaudeville-like  slight-of-person  manipulator.
